REMARKS. 


The financial standing of our town is a subject of anxious 
concern to all tax-payers, and should be looked after with a 
scrupulous regard for the soonest extinguishment ef the debt 
consistent with our means. The figures in the fotegoing 
port present the actual amount of which we have any know 
edge of the liabilities of the town; eighteen thousand dollars 
of which being funded, requiring interest to be paid semi-an- 
nually, and ten per cent, of the principal annually, or more if 
the town shall choose. An outlay was necessary for plank on 
some of the bridges, all of which are now we believe in passa- 
ble condition; though many. places in our roads should be 
further repaired as soon as time and season will admit. The 
amount raised to repair.our highways is either injudiciously ap- 
plied or quite inadequate for that purpose. In. presenting to 
you the affairs at our alms-house we feel confident of not hav- 
ing over estimated or valued the property at present there, and 
it will be seen that our town farm has been a source of actual 
income to the town, the two past years, through the economi- 
cal and orderly management of the present ’ superintendents, 
who bave most faithfully discharged their obligations to their 
contract, and bave restored prosperity and abundance at the 
farm, where there bas formerly been destitution and misman- 
agement, and have-replaced from the expenditures for deterior- 
ation of tools and household furniture, necessary to keep the 
institution in good repair and running condition, and their ser- 
vices | obtained for another year, by additional pay, with 
nothing in prospect known to hinder the future being as suc- 
cessful as the past has been satisfactory. ‘The present number 
at the farm is five, who appear contented and happy, and have 
expressed feelings of entire satisfaction with the care and treat- 
inent bestowed upon them. i bi
